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Third Impeachment Article Approved 
2 Rejected; Case Goes to Full House

WASHINGTON 
<UPI> - The House 
Judiciary Committee narrowly approved a 
third 
impeachment 
charge 
against 
President 
Nixon 
Tuesday—for defying 
Watergate tapes subpoenas—and ended six 
days of historic debate by sending to the full 
House a resolution that Nixon be stripped of 
his office. 
After months of gathering evidence, 
hearing testimony and amassing more than 
40 volumes of documents and transcripts, 
the c o m m i t t e e recommended that 
Nixon be impeached by the House, tried by 
the Senate and removed from office on 
three major charges. It rejected two others 
Tuesday. 
The three impeachment articles which 
the House of Representatives will consider, 
starting in about two weeks, charge Nixon 
with; 
—Nine counts of obstructing justice in the 
Watergate coverup; 
—Five counts of abusing his powers of 
office to violate the constitutional rights of 
private citizens; and 


—Willfully disobeying four committee 
subpoenas for 147 Watergate-related tapes 
needed for the impeachment inquiry. 
Before the last gavel banged late Tuesday 
night, the committee approved the sub­ 
poenas article by a 21-17 vote, with Robert 
McClory of Illinois, the sponsor, and 
Lawrence J. Hogan of Maryland the only 
Republicans in support. 
A few’ hours later, the 38-member panel 
handed Nixon his only victories in the 
unprecedented televised debates by soundly- 
defeating proposed impeachment for the 
secret Cambodian bombing of 1969-71 and 
for alleged tax evasion. 
Senate leaders, anticipating impeach­ 
ment by the House, already were mapping 
plans for a televised trial of the President 
this fall. Nixon is the first president since 
1868 and only the second in U.S. history to 
face impeachment. 
The C a m b o d i a n bombing charge, 
sponsored by Rep. John Conyers. D-Mieh., 
fell by a vote of 26 to 12, with all 17 commit­ 
tee Republicans united in opposition to an 


impeachment article for the first time. 
The tax fraud charge sponsored by Rep. 
Edward Mezvinsky. D4owa. which plunged 
the committee into rancorous partisan 
bickering at the end. was rejected by the 
same vote. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., 
adjourned the committee at 11:08 p m. 
The staff was instructed to prepare its 
formal impeachment report by some time 
next week, including dissenting or individu­ 
al view-s by members which must be filed by 
next Tuesday. 


M e z v i n s k y’s charge that Nixon 
“ took advantage of the presidency to avoid 
paying his proper tax” drew a protest from 
Republican Thomas F. Railsback of Illinois 
that committee Democrats suffered from 
“ impeachment-itis.” 


“ I really think it has gone just about far 
enough.” said Railsback, who had voted 
with the Democratic majority for the first 
two impeachment articles.

three armed convicts. 
Meanwhile.

as 
saying 
prison guards 
would storm the libran’ if 
there was any evidence that 
hostages had been harmed. 
The offer was made by 
Fred Gomez Carrasco, a for­ 
mer narcotics kingpin and 
leader of the rebel convicts 
who took over the prison 
library and seized hostages 
last Wednesday. 
Ron Taylor, spokesman 
for the state prison system, 
said: “ The answer to the 
hostage offer is no."

will

no 
exchange of hostages. This 
was the policy determined 
by the Texas Department of 
Corrections by a unanimous 
vote of the board of directors 
oftheTDC,” he said 
Carrasco and two other 
inmates of the state peniten­

North Coventry Police 
Charles W ilt said it is 
believed an argument led to 
the woman s death but what 
the argument was. about 
hasn’t been determined. 
Wilt said the suspect 
reportedly calmly walked 
out 
of the 
apartment 
following the incident and 
drove away in his car. 
Police traced the suspect 
to the West Race Street 
home of his son. Milton E. 
Lewis Jr.. retired Army 


sergeant and former Pott­ 
stown Army recruiter. 
The suspect surrendered 
without incident, Wilt said, 
and was returned to North 
Coventry Township for 
questioning, 
Lewis was then «aken 
before 
D istrict Justice 
Robert Mull, Bucktown, 
where he was charged with 
criminal homicide and mur­ 
der. 
Mull said the charges were 
filed by North Coventry 
police on the advice of the

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Nixon on Tuesday 
surrendered the first batch 
of subpoenaed Watergate 
tapes to U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica in compliance 
with last week's historic 
Supreme Court ruling. 
But in doing so, a White 
House spokesman said, the 
President will claim that 
portions of a few of the tapes 
should be withheld from 
special 
prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski 
on 
grounds of 
national 
security 
or 
executive privilege. 
The 
President's 
chief 
defense lawyer, James D. 


St. Clair, handed over to 
Sirica for judicial review 11 
original reels and copies of 
17 conversations, St. Clair 
said the remaining three 
conversations due to be sub­ 
mitted 
Tuesday 
already 
were 
in 
the 
court's 
possession. 
The tapes include conver­ 


sations between Nixon and 
his former top aides. H R. 
Haldeman, John D. Ehrlich- 
man and John W. Dean III, 
in March and April 1973.

Turkey and Greece Sign 
Cyprus Arms Agreement 


GEN EVA, 
Switzerland 
(AP) — Turkey and Greece, 
■with Britain's consent .and 
an assist from Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, 
signed an accord Tuesday in 
'Geneva to reduce arms and 
forces gradually in Cyprus. 
The agreement contained no 
commitment for withdrawal 
of all forces. 
The agreement was signed 
at 10 p.m. Geneva time — 5 
p.m. EDT — after six days of 
negotiations 
that 
were 
threatened several times by 
the prospect of Greek or 


Turkish walkouts. Greece. 
Turkey and Britain are the 
guarantors 
of 
Cypriot 
independence, and they will 
meet again Aug. 8 to discuss 
long-terms provisions for the 
island’s future. 
Tuesday's 
agreement 
appeared to solve no basic 
problem 
on

beyond limiting the level of 
forces 
that 
have 
been 
flowing

since Turkey 
invaded on July 20 Turkey 
will maintain its military’ 
grip over several portions of 
Cyprus, and the document 


could help strengthen the

document earlier Monday 
after Kissinger reportedly

The headline in The Mercury 
read: “County Pays the Overtime 
B ill 
for 
Police Protection 
at 
Strikes.” 
It referred to overtime paid to 
police during the outbreak of violen­ 
ce at Mrs. Smith's Pie Co. 
S c ra tc h 
th e 
surface a little, 
however, and you will find that it is 
you — the taxpayer — who is paying 
for the overtime. 
The county gets its revenue from 
you. 
And when money is spent for 25 
extra policemen, it is you who even­ 
tually will pay the bill. 
The strikers, too. are taxpayers 
So in effect, they are paying to have 
them selves watched or controlled by 
police. 
Local police and sheriff deputies 
were called to enforce an injunction 
issued by the court. 
Strikers ignored the injunction, so 
the use of police became necessary. 
The expense could have been 
avoided if the strikers obeyed the 
court. 
It 
should 
be amply clear to 


everyone by this time that no one — 
not even the President of the United 
States — is above the law-. 
If a court issues an injunction, it 
must be obeyed. And it eventually is 
enforced regardless of how much 
manpower or money that takes. The 
law, the court decrees, can’t be 
ignored by an individual or a mob. 
Violence will not stop a court from 
acting. 
The Mercury is neutral on the 
issue between Mrs. Smith’s Pie 
Company and its workers. It only 
seeks to report the facts. 
But it is not neutral when it comes 
to obedience to the law 
Strikers who resort to violence, 
who shun court mandated rulings 
are not helping their cause. They are 
adding burdens to themselves and 
their neighbors 
They are showing contempt for 
legally issued court orders. 
Strikers have the right to stay off 
the job, to picket, to march, and to 
protest in many ways 
But ignoring a court order isn't 
one of them

All Around The Town 


Love Feast Conducted 
At Barn Near Lititz 


By W E D M U N D S CL A U S S E N 
Area Historian 


This column once took the liberty of suggesting 
that what visitors to the bicentennial will remem­ 
ber most about us are the simple things which 
have become “old hat” with us — the old Dutch 
barns, the making of apple cider, our ancient 
square dances. 


We can envision no scene calculated to instill 
fondness of our culture doing a better job than to 
be ushered through an appropriately “ hex-sig­ 
ned” 
Dutch 
barn containing a roomful of 
costumed ladies at work quilting, while in the 
background hovers gentlemanly Tom Storm 
making certain that the amenities are fully 
rem em bered. 


Picture, if you will, this Ixive Feast of old. which 
was held not far from Lititz, an which was ¡ 
described bv our ledger as follows: 
“The exercises took place in the barn on the 
farm of Johnson Miller, the northern side of which 
was occupied by the women and children, and the | 
south side by the men. Bishop David Garlick. of 
Mount 
Joy, 
directed the religious services, 
assisted by three or four other preachers, the ser­ 
mons, prayers and singing being alternately in 
English and German languages. 
We have lost our turnpikes and toll gates, yes — 
but people are still being m arried: 


“ A serenading party proceeded to the toll gate 
above town, on Saturday night, and commenced 
serenading Mr. and Mrs. William DeWalt nee 
Miss Kate Collier, who had bee united in the bonds 
of Matrimony that evening. The groom, on 
hearing the hideous noises, arose to see from 
whence they came, and to his surprise, found a 
number of lady friends an carriages, armed with 
tin pans. &c. The house was opened as soon as 
possible, and the remnants of the bridal supper set 
out. of which all hands partook of freely, then they 
again seated themselves in their carriages and 
left for their homes in Pottstown.” 
When the editor spoke of the guests being “lady 
friends in carriages.” he did not make it clear 
whether these were friends of the bridegroom 
calling upon him on his wedding night — or “frien­ 
ds of the fam ily.” We hope it is the latter! 
“ A tub race on the Schuylkill, a base ball match, 
three foot races, and pic-nic of the Good Will Fire 
company in Sampson's woods, which are set down 
on the programe for the 5th of July, should afford 
sufficient amusement for Pottstown pleasure 
seekers without having to leave town on that day. ” 
The tub race (long forgotten) could be utilized 
today. Think of putting the town fathers in trunks 
into over-sized wrashtubs. handing them clothes 
poles and sending them out in a race across the 
Schuylkill! 


“ About 6 o'clock on Monday evening ten young 
gentlemen of Pottstown started from Lorah’s 
Hotel on horseback, for a grand ride around the 
surrounding country’. The Party consisted of 
Messrs, McCaully. Willman, Bunting, Longaker, 
Williams, Wood, Morris, Van Buskirk, Arimgton, 
and Brooks . Some time was occupied in testing the 
metal of their respective steeds, up and down the 
turnpike before, blowing their penny trumpets, 
with which each were armed, in the most 
vociferous manner, they finally left. They were 
marshaled by McCaully, who we should judge by 
the appearance of the Rosinate he was riding, was 
the Don Quixote of the party, and from the 
donkey-like look of the quadruped ridden by Mr. 
Longaker, that he was his Squire, Sancho Panza. 
The equestrians made their first stopping place at 
D ou glassville, from there they crossed the 
Schuylkill and returned to Pottstown about 10 
o’clock. They speak of their ride as having been an 
extrem ely pleasant one. The splendid horseman­ 
ship displayed on that occasion has had the effect 
to inspire others with a spirit of rivalry, who 
propose organizing a much larger party, which will 
try their equestrian skill some eveing during the 
next week.” 


The hands of the town clock in the steeple of the 
Lutheran Church of the Transfiguration had stop­ 
ped and there was no one who could repair them, 
for Mr. Zuber, sometimes paid by “popular sub­ 
scription” had received no money for some time. 
Mr. Zuber requested $35 a year to keep all working 
smoothly, 
and the Ledger wrote editorially: 
“ Would it be out of place for Town Council to make 
an appropriation for this purpose, in view of the 
fact that the town-clock is a convenience to our 
citizens generally7” In three days the clock on the 
spire was working, thanks to “the little notice in 
our paper. . 
Newspapers can do good things 
occasionally.

Making Ice Cream 
Can Be Frustrating

CHICAGO — Periodically 
over the last decade my wife 
and I and another couple 
tried to make ice cream 
And failed. 
What we produced was an 
insubstantial, 
slightly 
crystalline collection of 
high-grade dairy products 
It was cold But it wasn't ice 
cream. 
The experience was 
frustrating — after a hot 
afternoon over a hand-crank 
freezer, taste buds bailted 
for something splendid, 
something better-than-com­ 
mercial. It was especially 
galling because part of the 
whole fantasy of homemade 
ice cream is a desire to 
produce something of 
undeniable 
handmade 
quality — “ The way it was 
when they did things right ’ ” 
This summer. I decided to 
take command 
I would research the 
recipes, instead of leaving it 
to my wife. Patt as in the 
past. I would buy the 
ingredients I would oversee 
the whole operation 
Centralized responsibility 
Research and development 
It was bound to work After 
all. such systems took as to 
the moon and produced the 
atomic bomb. 
My first breakthrough was 
in meeting Judy Fell A 
serious cook, she. too. had 
resolved to make good ice 
cream 
a fte r 
having 
produced a horrible batch of 
the homemade stuff about 
four years ago. 
“ It was runny and had lit­ 
tle or no body»" she said. “ It 
was crystalline because egg 
whites had been used as well 
as egg yolks. It was terribly 
sweet in a dumb way. but 
had no real taste of vanilla 
or fruit, It had not been 
cooked or not cooked enough 
and therefore had a slightly 
raw egg taste to it." 
Her failure sounded at 
least as complete as ours 
Researching the subject, 
she came up with a recipe 
out of “ The Southern Cook 
Book." which she picked up 
second hand in New York 
about a dozen years ago. 
The recipe was called 
‘ * Thoma s Jefferson's Ice 
Cream" (making ice cream 
was among Jefferson's 
in finite a ecom pi ishments1. 
and-this formula called for a 
cup of sugar, a quart of 
cream, six egg yolks and two 
teaspoons of liquid vanilla 
The process involved first 
making a custard from the 
sugar and egg yolks and then 
adding the vanilla before 
freezing 
I thanked Miss Fell who 
said 
she 
obtained a 
satisfying ice cream from 
Jefferson’s method and then 
modified it to her own taste 
Because the Jefferson 
recipe was similar to some 
we had already failed with. I 
obtained another consultant 
— a real pro. George C, 
Bugelas, president of the 
Peacock's Ice Cream and 
Candy Co. 
Bugelas said the Jefferson 
recipe was fine except that it 
lacked one essential thing — 
a stabilizer . 
This sounded very much 
on the mark, because none of 
the ice creams we'd attemp­ 


ted ever hung together very 
well 
Bugelas was well aware of 
purists who spurn stabilizers 
as some kind of foreign 
intrusion in the pure world of 
butterfat. eggs and sugar. 
But he was adamant on the 
point. “ You're not making 
ice cream if you don't put a 
stabilizer in it." He recom­ 
mended plain gelatin, equal 
to about I per cent of the 
other ingredients 
We were ready, full of fac­ 
ts, drawing on experience of 
expert advisers 
I am sorry to say that, 
with the first batch, we 
failed 
But it was just because of 
a dumb error, basically, and 
a cloud with a happy vanilla 
lining was not far off 
We overchurned the first 
batch in our hand-cranked 
freezer, because we kept 
waiting for the cranking to 
get hard, as it had in past 
attempts. The trouble was 
that we were only making a 
quart of ice cream in a 
six-quart maker and the 
cranking never did get hard 
My first impression on 
tasting the stuff was "but­ 
ter." 
My 11-year-old daughter. 
Lisa, said it tasted like 
tapioca pudding (perhaps 
because of all the egg yolks 
and the heavy consistencyi, 
and she took to chanting 
“ tapioca pudding, tapioca 
pudding." like a parrot 
showing off its vocabulary. 
We tried again, this time 
reducing the egg yolks from 
six to four, using less sugar, 
using a cup of milk in place 
of one of the four cups of 
whipping cream and chur­ 
ning a reasonable length of 
time. 
It 
was 
ice 
cream, 
buy golly! 
But my wife still felt it was 
too much like custard, so we 
cut the eggs to tw’o and tried 
again (I was reluctant to 
e lim in a te 
the 
eggs 
altogether because Bugelas 
said they had an important 
emulsifying function, bin­ 
ding water and fat together». 
Finally, on the third try. 
we produced a really good 
vanilla ice cream, although 
still a bit too rich for my 
taste. 
We had done a good deal of 
running for ice. rock salt and 
hipping cream and our quart 
of Schwartz Supreme cost 
about $2.50. 
But research and develop­ 
ment is always expensive, 
and I think you could easily 
go to half whipping cream 
and half milk and make your 
own ice in the refrigerator, 
bringing the per-quart cost 
down to about $1.60. 


However the real kick in 
homemade ice cream, is not 
in saving money, but in 
being able to make it just the 
way you want, putting in just 
the flavorings you want or 
the exact quantity and tex­ 
ture of fruit, you prefer.

Bruce Lee had been called in

was trying to muscle in 
Lee’s assignm ent, if he 
chose to take it Protect the 
restaurant ffom the mob 
This sort of stuff is mag­ 
nificently silly, and Lee, to 
give him credit, never tnes.

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Real 'Adventure'— Despite the Blisters

NURSING BLISTERS, dining on such 
d e lic a c ie s 
as crayfish and 
wild 
huckleberries, and weathering a four-hour 
mountain thunderstorm. 
All these experiences were part of an 
adventurous introduction to backpacking 
for 11 Spring City area youngsters. 
The children, aged 8 to 12. were taken on a 
two-week trip to the Allegheny Mountains in 
Pennsylvania by Joseph R. Dawson. Ridge 
Road. Spring City, his wife and two teen-age 
children. 
The backpacking trip was nothing new to 
Dawson, an experienced outdoorsman. But, 
taking 11 youngsters along added a new 
dimension to the 53-mile journey. 
The group of 15 campers took a pickup 
truck and two cars to Denton Hill, where 
they set out on the 12-day hike. From Den­ 
ton Hill they went through Old Bull State 
Park, to the small town of Cross Fork, to 
Hammers Lee Creek. They then retraced 
their steps to the park. 
Two 10-month-old Labrador retriever 
pups accompanied the group, and both dogs 
carried their own backpacks. 
The Dawson family is familiar with the 
trail because Dawson, a teacher in Vincent 
E lem entary School, his wife Frances, 
daughter Ruth and son Joseph made the trip 
last summer. 
“ Last year we made a full circle, hiking. 
85 miles,” Dawson explained. “But we lost a 
little time this year .and did not get to make 
the complete trip.” 
His son is now in the mountains to make 
the 85-mile trip once again. 
JOINING THE DAWSONS in the adven­ 


ture were Larry Finkbiner, Donald Refir­ 
man, Susan Rehrman. Richard Brown, 
Bruce Manning, Daniel Gallagher, Todd 
Riggs. Jeffrey Riggs. Janet Seacrist, Deb­ 
bie Grubb and Joseph Williamson 


The 11 children, most of whom are from 
the Dawsons neighborhood and whom he 
has taught in school, had never worn back­ 
packs and were a bit sore after the first 
couple of days in the wilderness. 


“Even though we were walking on a level 
path at first there were complaints of being 
uncomfortable because of the packs. ' 
Dawson said. 
"But when we reached the half-way point 
and refilled our packs, there were no com­ 
plaints although wre were going up a steep 
incline,” he continued. 


“It just took them a while to get used to 
it.” 
The children had new experiences 
ranging from terrifying to exciting. 


“THE MOST DEPRESSING part of the 
trip was the first night,” Dawson recalled. 
"We had pitched our tents when a severe 
four-hour thunderstorm broke loose. I had 
some frightened kids then.” 


Some of the 'boys, who had, been camping; 
before, insisted on pitching' 'their tents that 
'night in the low parts of an old logging road, 
against Dawson’s advice. 


“After the storm they were lying in from, 
two to four inches of water,” he said,1 “After 
that they pitched their tente where I 
suggested.** 
The group lost a day after the storm, while 
drying their rain-soaked,equipment. 


Dawson, who described himself as the 
type person who explains something only 
once, said the youngsters had to learn to be 
very self-sufficient on the trip. 
‘ ‘They had to leam to carry a pack, how to 
pack it properly, how to pitch a tent, wash 
their clothes in a cold stream using a cake of 
soap, and to cook their own breakfast and 
lunch,” he noted 
Before the trip Dawson issued a list of 
items each member of the trip should bring, 
pointing out at the bottom of the list, “if you 
think you might use it. don’t bring it.” 


The 11 children soon learned every ounce 
counts when you carry it on your back, and 
at the halfway point such unnecessary 
items as canteen covers ar.J toothbrush 
cases were eagerly discarded. 


THE YOUNGSTERS CAUGHT and 
cooked crayfish, which Dawson said “tastes 
like lobster,” and picked wild huckleberries 
and made delicious muffins with them. 
TTiey also picked and ate wild raspberries 
and strawberries. 
They learned the old pioneer - Indian 
trick of using paperbark from a yellow bir­ 
ch tree to start fire, and to split wet wood 
and peel off the bark to get at the dry wood 
inside. 
“I think the kids learned a lot about their 
environment,” Dawson remarked. “This 
was more than just a camping trip—it was a 
learning experience.” 
The rule “you pack it in. you pack it out” 
was strictly followed, and Dawson allowed 
no one to leave trash in the forest or even 
bury a tin can. They gathered only dead 
wood for fires, leaving living trees unhar­ 
med. 


The group saw two rattlesnakes, but 
Dawson said he did not kill them because 
they too are an important part of the 
scheme of nature. 


One of the most unusual sights on the jour­ 
ney was a spiked buck standing right beside 
a deer crossing sign on a highway, Dawson

The Allegheny mountains offer the best 
backpacking areas in the country, accor­ 
ding to Dawson, who visited most major 
parks. 


“IT WAS NORMAL TO MEET two or 
three people a day while we were hiking,” 
he said “In some state parks you might 
meet two or three hundred people each 
day. > 
Two of the youngsters who accompanied 
the Dawson family already have voiced a 
desire to make the trip again next summer, 
and Dawson is agreeable to the idea 


“ We furnished the tents and all the equip­ 
m ent except the sleeping bags,” he 
explained. “ We can outfit 14 people.” 


Next year the trip will be limited to 10 
children, he said, in order to have only two 
people in each tent, and the children must 
be between the ages of 9 and 12. 


The trip is not a money-making 
proposition. Dawson noted, but he does 
charge enough to cover expenses. 


After returning from the two-week trip, 
Dawson went back to the Alleghenys alone 
for three days of fishing. 
“ I needed to get away from kids for a 
while,” he admitted.

A Pottstown youth, who 
was an outstanding volun­ 
teer during the June, 1972, 
f l o o d i n g 
c a u s e d 
by 
Hurricane Agnes, is con­ 
tinuing 
his 
community 
involvm ent as a junior 
fireman. 
Daniel Coyle, 34 Beech St., 
was awarded a $25 savings 
bond by Borough Council for 
helping police in the flood 
relief program. He is now 
aiding firemen at the North 
End Fire Co. 
Coyle, a 16 year old junior 
at Pottstown High School, 
Said 20 hours of training 
were required to join the 
company, inel tad i ng i rest ruc­ 
tion in ladder use, practice 
in supplying hose lines to a 
fire area, and experience 
extinguishing a house' fire1 
ignited by the company in an 
abandoned house. 
Since completing com­ 
pany requi relents on March 
20, Coyle said he has gone 
out with the company on 20 
calls and participated in 
fighting a large sacie fire at 
Jacob Pattern Works. Inc., 
■Stowe, recently'. 
The fire, caused by an 
explosion of a magnesium 
furnace, was out of control 
for nearly an hour, fed by 
dozens 
of 
oxygen and 
acetylene tanks. 
“That was. a bad fire. 
When I got there, smoke was 


covering the area,” Coyle 
said “ No one was hurt, but 
the fire was difficult to con­ 
trol.” 
Coyle said he helped sup­ 
ply hoses to fight the blaze 
and aided fireman outside 
the building. 


“A junior fireman is not 
supposed to go inside the 
building unless by direct 
order of the Fire Chief and 
that rarely happens.” he 
said. 


Coyle said he hopes to 
become a regular fireman, 
when he becomes 18, the 
minimum age requirement 


for the department. 


Coyle traced his interest in 
volunteer work to his efforts 
during the flood of 1972. 
“ Our house on Chestnut 
Street was caught in the 
flood.” He said “There was 
three feet of water around 
our home and we had to stay 
with my brother on King 
Street. 


“ I heard on the radio that 
they needed volunteers so I 
went over to Borough Hall 
and asked if I could help. I 
was only 14 at that time so 
at first they were hesitant to 
let me help. But they soon 


put me to work.” 
Coyle said his first assign­ 
ment was to aid Carl Rot- 
tolese, 
Pottstow n’s civil 
defense director, in direc­ 
ting traffic at the King Street 
exit of Route 100. 


“The traffic lights were all 
out so we had to control the 
traffic and put out flares to 
show people the way,” he 
said.

Coyle said he spent bet­ 
ween 10 and 14 hours a day

“I learned how people could 
work together and what I 
could do for people. If there 
is another emergency. I will 
be ready to participate.”

Trexler said that, since 
then, he’s always kept his 
eyes alert for another 'UFO. 
“ But 
I’m afraid it’s a, 
once- i n -a -1 i fel i m e e x pen en- 
ce,” he sighed.

you play a spade, finessing the 
■nine, which loses to East's king. 
Then comes the moment of 
truth when East returns a 
heart. You must now decide 
whether to stake the outcome on 
a heart finesse or a second 
spade finesse. 
Superficially, which finesse to 
take seems to be an, even-money 
shot, but actually the odds favor 
going up with the ace of hearts 
and staking the outcome on 
another spade finesse. This, is a 
mathematical proposition, pure 
and simple, but there is no 
doubt that in the long run the 
spade finesse will succeed more 
often than the heart finesse. 
It all goes back to the question 
of how the two missing spade 
honors could have 'been dealt 
originally. There were four 
ways, each 
approximately 
equal, in. frequency. Thus, West 
could have been dealt: 
1. The king and queen. 
2. Neither of them. 
3. The king without the queen. 
4. The queen without the king. 
Note that the cases where the 
honors are evenly divided 
outnumber the cases where 
East has both honors by a 
margin of two to one. So, if you 
lose the first spade finesse to 
East, the odds remain two to one 
that the second spade finesse 
will win — as opposed to a 50 per 
cent chance on the heart 
finesse. 
Some readers may contend 
that Case 4 is no longer possible 
once East had produced the 
king, but, this argument not­ 
withstanding, the fact is that 
taking the second spade finesse 
is twice as likely to succeed, as 
heart finesse.

School Board Borrows 
$1 Million to Invest 
The Pottstow n School 
Board approved a plan, to 
borrow $1 million from 
Philadelphia National Bank 
(PNB) for investment pur­ 
poses at a special meeting 
Tuesday night. 
Although 12 banks were 
sent invitations to supply the 
loan, only two responded, 
according to Linford Moyer, 
assistant to the superinten­ 
dent for business, and PNB 
offered the lower annual 
rate of interest, 6.14 per 
cent.

AMTRAK TRAVEL: How Good is It, and How Safe is It?

Railroads still are among 
the safest ways to travel, 
and the odds against 
crashing are high But the 
number of recent train 
derailm ents because of 
unsafe and inadequate track 
and roadbeds ought to give 
one pause. 
E a rlier this month. 
Amtrak’s Southwest Limited 
(formerly the Super Chiefl . 
hit a broken rail at 70 miles 
an hour, derailing 13 cars 
and sending four sleepers, a 
lounge and a dining car 
down a 50-foot embankment 
Forty-two persons were hurt 
in the Kansas accident. 
The sam e day. three 
Amtrak crew members were 
injured when all eight cars 
of a Kansas City-to-New 
York train derailed in south­ 
western Pennsylvania 
About 130 of the 168 
passengers and crew mem­ 
bers on a non-Amtrak train 
were injured last May when 
the train bumbled down an 
embankment in Alabama 
and overturned.

The cabinet, of which only 
two members are former 
military men, was reliably

to

■unanimously for purging the

administrators. 
The cabinet also decided 
to remove all mayors of 
cities and towns, but at a 
later date. 
The two former military 


men who are cabinet mem­ 
bers — Ioannis Míneos, head 
of the

order minister — are said to 
be firm Caramanlis suppor­ 
ters.

Burns Declares Tax Increase 
Would Hurt 'Sluggish Economy'

Federal Reserve Chairman 
Arthur Burns told Congress 
Tuesday that a tax increase 
to combat inflation would 
hurt what he described as a 
‘‘siuggish economy’’ , 
“ I wouldn’t do it,” Bums 


said in response to questions 
about a tax hike from mem­ 
bers of the House Banking 
Committee. 
Bums said. “Confidence of 


people is low. We have an. 
unhappy country. To raise 
taxes at the present time

Instead of a. tax boost. Bur­ 
ns said, Congress should

ed. Maintain them with reg­

wash them, always do so by 
hand 
and 
wear 
rubber 
gloves or the tiny glass par­ 
ticles may irritate the skin. 


Stainless steel is another 


contemperan,- material that 
can be maintained regularly 
using the vacuum cleaner s 
dusting brush. It will whisk 
away gritty particles of dirt 


that might otherwise mar 
the steel surface, if it were 
hand-dusted. To wash stain­ 
less. use a mild solution of 
ammonia and water, avoid 
alcohol or chlorine bleach 
for both can corrode the fin­ 
ish. Always rinse and dry 
thoroughly to present un­ 
sightly water spotting. 


Upholstery pieces of vinyl, 


suede, leather or simulated 
fur can also be kept fresh- 
looking with the aid of the 
vacuum. Go over these tex­ 
tures frequently with the 
upholstery 
brush 
to 
free 
their nap of dust and dirt. 
This allows the materials to 
breathe. Always brush suede 
and fur in the direction of 
the nap.

To preserve the fresh fla­ 
vor and texture of the meals 
you cook, food must be pack­ 
aged properly in moisture- 
proof, airtight materials for 
freezing. 
Waxed 
paper, 
lightweight household plas­ 
tic wrap or store wrappings 
( such as bread and meat 
wrappers) are not recom­ 
mended because they are 
not air and moisture proof. 
Instead, Sears home econ­ 
omists advise using the fol­ 
lowing materials for freez­ 
ing foods:
